Iron or steel made into articles nnd wares 
tinned, the total being 10,2SS,05."i pounds.

The longest one I ever caught wns for 


the late Joha Waterhouse, of Halifax, 
who was traveling with aOaxiderrtiist. 
He measured ftlose onto 2G feet (25 feet 10 
inches). 
He1 was, however, lanky and 


would not ha\& weighed more or so much 
as the one of I yfeet 3 inches. I have fre- 
quently had to the pen where they were 
put, two together, and a pretty bobbery 
they made, growling like dogs, lashing 
one another with their tails, and wrestling 
with their juwa locked. My apparatus for 
catching cons sted of forty fathoms of \}Z 
Inch white minllki rope, at the end of a 
barrel to serve as a buoy, a pile driven 
Into the ground for a long turn where 
necessary, two shark-hooks tied together, 
and for bait the lights of a pig inflated 
through pact of a windpipe which floated 
the hooks. By these means I have landed 
over twenty. 
Tho banks were sloping 


and mnddy, so no wonder the big one 
dragged seventeen men down into the 
•water before ^e gave in, In fact, drowned, 
aa one hook h :ld and kept his mouth open; 
the^ other hock he straightened, and tore 
the bitrb off.—London.
